POLICE: SMOKES CIGAR

Doctor, However, Is Humane, for
He Chloroforms His Vie-
tim First

NEW YORK. June 1.— After having
chloroformed his wife and then stabbed
her, Dr, Bamusl Einterz, of Willlamsburyg,
talephoned here yestorday to the pollee to
come for him. AfTter telophoning, the doe-
tor drew up a chalr almont boside the office
operating table, upon which his wounded
wife Iay, and smoked a clgnr while awalt.
Ing the polloe. Doctor Hinters ls 20 years
old and his wife six years younger, She s
In St John's Hospital with more than &n
even chiance of recovering and the physlalan
Is locked up in the Vernon avenue station,
charged with aasault.

The trouble between the palr culminated
when tho doctor returned to Juncheon after
making his morning round of calla, Shortly
after 2 o'clock the operator at police head-
quarters recelved the doctor's eall
“I am Dactor Elinters,” a calm volee
camo over the wire. *“I have just stabbed
and killed my wife, WIIl you plense sand
aMame one around to my house. 1 will walt
hare In my office until your men get here.”

burg Detective Burewu. To Polloeman Fare
rall’'s excited query: *“What's the matter
here?" Doctor Einterz told them that he had
killed his wife and he was expecting to be
arrested.

On the table they found Mrs. Einters
fully dressed, with n cloth over her face
and barely allve. She wan hurried to the
heepital and the police lost no time In get-
ting the still unrufed husband to the sta-
tion.

Elnterz told the desk leutenant that he
had tried to kill his wife becauss he be-
liaved her unfaithful. Whila he wns on his
morning calls; he eald, he heard something
that made him suspect her. As soon as he
got back home he acoused her. He sald
that she at Nrot denied, but Nnally admitted
wrong-doing. He had then overcame har
and foread a cloth saturated with chloro-
form over her face. When ahe was uncon-
scigus he stabbed her, he sald, with an
operating knife. "1 thought that was the
best way to do it he said.

LONDON, June 1.—Continued and violent
gales wera reaponsible for the fallure of the
Antarctic expedition headed by Sir Hrnest
Shackleton. Following news of the gafe ar-
rival of Shackleton at Stanley, Falkinnd ls-
lands, details of the fate of the exploration
ship Endurance were recelved today.

During the early part of last year unprao-
edonted gales swept the ocsan In the Ant-
arctle reglong, The Endurance was badly
battered by lcebergs and finally foundered.
Bhackleton succepded In getting off all his
men and enme stores, but terrible privations
were suffered and death by staryation
soomed near,

The 22 men with Shackleton had & narrow
escape from death, The trip made by Sir
Ernest and five companions in an open boat
from Elephant laland In the Shetland group
to South Georgla, was a thres weeks' night-
mare, Every hour the men wera in the
shadow of deith.

At South Georgia the exploter nsked
whalers to go to the ald of the 213 men
left behind In ice caverns, but the trip
could not be mads on account of bad
weather.

Sir Ernest, upon his arrival at Stanley,
communleated firet with King George and
then with Lady Shackleton. Up to noon
today the Royial Geographical Soclety had
received no word from the explorsr. He
has been asked by cable to send further
detajls, His message addressed Lo the
King was as follows:

PORT STANLEY, Falkland Islands, May

31,

“I have arrived hers. The Endurancs
was crushed In the middle of Weddell saa
on October 27, 1015, She drifted T00 miles
in the loe until April 8 this year, We land-
ed on Elephant Island on April 16, 1 left
on April 24, leaving 22 men in a hola In
the lce cllffs there, and proceeded for help
toward South Georgln with five men In &
22-foot boat.

“At the time of leaving the island all
were well but In urgent need of rescue,
